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TWELVE SHIPWRECKED JAPANESE AT 8AJfFKAyC'ISLV..TIIKJH AD VEM'^HES.

[From lh« Alt* California, June SI.J
The Alta of Tuesday made a brief lueutiou of the

rescue of twelve Japan*wo from a rudderless juuk by CaptainWinchester, of the isliip (Caribbean, on her voyage
from China to thin port. Yestoniay, accompanied by
'ilioru, the Japanese porter of Wells, Fargo A Co., Mr.
Van Ueed and Captuin Hilvey, of Hweeny A llaugh's, we

paid a visit to Captain W who is an old trader between
our port aud China, his last being bis ninth round voyage.
The Caribbean laid ont an anchorage off Clark's point,

aud taking boat at Meiggs' wlmrf, we were aoou alongside,aud welcomed on deck by Capt. W. himself, who
liad but just returned from the city witli the cap lam of
I he Japanese junk.bis first visit to an American aud wa
may say civilised city .which will ever bo momoriieii
from the Atct tliat ho lutd a dagiterreotyi>e likeness taken,
which he exhibited to us with great pride, although evi'
defitly astonisbod and bewildered as to the means of its
accomplishment.
The Japanese woro called upon deck, and received

Thoro by bowiug, at the samo time fohling their hands
across the abdomen. They are a flue-looking body of
men, differing in features, costume and habit from the
Chinese. The majority are possessed of regular features,
and several are really flue looking, conspicuous among
mhL.1. ik.. ,lu.d.(n .»sw.l amwurrl insist Tlisa ft.ni

mate partakw of the Chinese type, whilst but one of the
crew hu the almond-shaped eye. They were dressed peculiarly,wearing blue cotton trowsers, a la Cfiina't, white
sloth socks, to which sandals of *truw are attached by a

thong |i.iiii)i between the third and fourth toes, and
around the ankle; a loose wrapper style of an outer
dress, with two or throo under-garinents seemingly of
similar shape, folded across the breast, the whole held
together by a girdle, which at the same time ]>ermit» the
garments to become the repositories of tho various articles
and essential portables, answering for pocketa.
They wear no cues, but tho top of the head is cleanly

shaven, allowing an outer edge of hair to grow long,
which is carefully gathered up over the head in a knot,
permitting only the centre of tho frontal portion, a con
tlnuation of the forehead, to be exposed. The hair is
finer In texture titan that of tho Chinese, and all their
visages were innocent of a beard or moustache, ("apt.
W. informed us that they were of very cleanly habits,
liathlug every moruiug, and that during the voyage they
refused to associate with the Chinese passengers, and in
using the culinary utensils after them were very particularto scour them thoroughly. On the ship they endeavoredto render themselves useful, and always exhibited
great alacrity in aiding in the ship's sailing, by pulling
at ropea, he. Although unable to use any English words,
from the intelligent expression of their countenances duringthe propounding of questions it was evident to us

they at least comprehended the meaning of many.
Previous to giving any account of these strangers, as

taken from their own li|M, tho following extract from
Captain W.'s log will best explaiu their condition :

"May 19, at 4, a. in., lino and clear, saw an object to
windward, which looked liko a ship dismasted ; tacked
and stood towards her, and made her out to be a junk
with au old tor n sail set, standing towards us. When
about half a mile to leeward of the junk, she lowered
her sail and put out a canoe, and caiuo alongside with
twelve men and their luggage. They all uncovered their
heads and fell on their knees, and by signs asked to take
them on board, which we did, although wc could not
understand their language. One, apparently the captain,
wrote on a piece of paper, in similar characters to those
of the Chinese, but none of the Chinese passengers
could understand it, save the word Jnpun. He then produceda board, with tho likeness of what wo knew to bo
hia junk, ingeniously built, representing her as she appearedafter a heavy typhoon, with her rudder broke,
masts carried away, &c.,. and a little jury mast rigged.
Sent the mate on board and found her us illustrated by
lier orew; rudder broke, masts carried away, and everythingin a disorderly state ; her bottom covered with
barnacles, said to be two feet long, as she had been tossingabout for five or six months. We saw it was impossiblefor her crew to take her to land. She was laden with
wine, oil and barley. Took seven tubs of the former and

». ten bags of the latter as provisions for the crew, as they
had doubtless lived on the same for months."

in addition to the aliove particulars, Capt. W. staled
that when they were relieved, the majority were covered
with boils, and were nearly half blind from their exposure.
With their effects, they brought quantity of Japanese

tobacco, (which unfortunately they had consumed prior
to their arrival here,) a compass, a violiu, some little
china-ware, the junk's papers, and a cat. Tho compuKS
is in a small pear-wood box, about the siso of au ordinary
inkstand, tho noc-dlc being in a sunken cavity In the centre,which is lined with silver foil, and divided into four
equal divisions by two black lines, with tho polo marked,
bv a character, lire needle is of iron, shaned somewhat
similar to the hour-hand of an old-fashioned hull's eye
watch; a steel pinion, with a rough brass head, the whole
covered with a glass set in a brass rim. The exterior
edge of the box is divided into twelve compartments,
each marked with the Japanese planets, and a smaller
circle subdivides th<*e divisions. The violin Is also of
pear wood, with a square end covered like a banjo, with
parchment made of cat skin.so Thoro stated. It has
three strings of corded silk, which are tightened by long
fluted keys turned in the palm of tho hand. The handle
Is jointed for convenience. This is said to bo a woman's
instrument. The chinAware was of ordinary character,
with a design neither chaste nor elegant, although some

might deem it natural. The junk's papers were containedJn a cedar cabinet, rather of rough workmanship, and
on the Interpreter's inspecting thein, they were pronouncedto be receipts, invoices of cargo, commercial letters,
and clearance papers, tho latter extraordinary documents,
formidable with gigantic characters and plentitude of paper.These documents tho captain of tho junk placed
In Captain W.'s hands, with a request to take especial
caro thereof. The cat was also brought forward for inspection.It proved to be a tabby of respectable sise, a
mottled white and tortoiso shell, but tailless, if the slight
stump it has can be dignified as a caudal extremity. Tbis
animal, as Thoro states, enjoys tho name of Mickincchop
in Japanese. In tho pronunciation of Japanese terms,
wo give them as they are pronounced, and, not being in
possession of a vocabulary, the reader will please accept
them as correct, as far aR sound is concerned.

Aided by Thoro, wo wero duly presented to the rescued
mariners, who, in reply to a request to narrate their adventures,through their captain, furnished us the following,
which, although elicited hy direct and frequent questioning,we have placed in the shape of a narrative.

Captain Ichteaho stated that the junk A-armeer, mannedby twelve men, residents of Ouli, tho province of
Handar, Japan, left the port of Isai, ltound to Jeddo, on
tlie 13th of August last, laden with rice, barley, wine,
hats and lumber. At '£ o'clock the ensuing morning
they encountered a heavy typhoon, and so desperate wore
their prospects of riding it out.as in its fury the rudder
had become broken, and tho vessel almost unmanageable.theycommenced to throw over the cargo, at which
they labored for live hours, until all were exhausted.
Fire hours after they cut away tho masts, which eased
tho junk, and they bore away at tho mercy of tho storm
and flood. For twenty-four days they were tossed about
in a succession of storms, when they hove overl>oard a

portion of their lumber, and eudcavored to rig jury musts
and a new rudder, but another typhoon swept over them,
and as the junk rolled so heavy as to threaten a complete
revolution, two anchors, attached to two hundred (tho
interpreter said two thousand) fathoms of hemp cable,
were got out to keep the junk's head to the sea.

Front that titno, for over five months, they toaao<\about
at the mercy at the waves, and, having erected jury masts
and made sail, attempted to reach land; but they saw

nothing bat the wide cx|»nsc of waters, until the Caribl<eanhove in eight. Where they wcro they have no

knowledge. 1 hey were kindly rescued by. (.'apt. Wlncheeter; have been kindly and considerately treated, but
desire to reach Japan as soon as possible. In reply to a

statement that they would liavo to take a ship for China,
or await a government vessel, the captain, with considerableemphasis, stated that they did not wish to visit China,
but would patiently await direct conveyance home.
Tho constant succession of rain storms provided them

with water, which they gathered even when not necessary,to store for future wants, whilst what portion of their
cargo which was retained furnished them sufficient food.
The glare of tho sun and the reflection of the sea were
their only Ills, and one or two of the crew have not yet
recovered from the hardships experienced.
The model of tile wr?ek spoken of In Capt. W.'s log,

which has slnCC boon sent, in company witli a model of
the broken rudder, to the Merchant's Exchange, is a hattoreiitvo, executed on a piece of cedar timber, and nently
framed. It presents tho junk In a raging sea, tho latter
ap(>arontly made by a host of shavings, in which miniature
Wooden fishoe, tnrtles, and other ion monsters, are given
as swimming Tho architecture of the juuk Is followed

, with that minuteness notioeahle in Chinese art; every
thing being given with great, fidelity, to tho ornament*
on tho exterior, the stumps of the masts, tho jurymnsts
a id broken rudder. It is a curiosity, whose value and

i merit are considerably enhanced when It is remembered
that It was executed whilst tossing on an unknown sea,
and with t he evident Intent of l»eiiig used to explain their
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condition should it bwxime necessaiy to abandon their
craft, 'lire model of the rudder is of a like pmctica*
character.

'l'hey had but little imrncy when icm iiwI, uud titat in
copper, and they disclaim having any gold or silver
The cop|>er coins exhibited wwu erf three sin*, all hayinghubs iu the ucutre, and somewhat of tire character wf
the Chinese c«urfi. The largest piece wtut oval, made of
bronwj or brum, with two characters on each side. Ihh,
'lltoro, the interpreter, stated, was equivalent to GJ cents,
and two of them constituted the' |>ay of a day's labor in
Japan.
The material of their clothing consists of cotton, mostlyof a dark blue color, although the Japanese captain

wore an inner garment of a small hlue check, and light
blue pantaloons.

Card. Winchester reinrrts them us being quiet, orderly,
submissive, cleanly and contented auiased at everything
they sco iklid hour, yet nt the same time exhibiting great
Aptitude to leurn. 'Ibis we noticed ourselves in their hehuvior,watching ue taking down notes. Their countenancesat times would relax into a smile, and they
aeeined alnsorbcd in listening to nil the questions propoiindedbytheir captain, never vuutuiing to reply unless directlyasked.

Whilst on board ship, (hey had busied' themselves In
making up little articles, models af whut they uaed on
lioard of tho junk. Among them are tome miuuturd
sails. Their rails, by those |mtterns, consist of a double
fold of cotton doth, <| nilted together by heavy cotton
cord. 'They have alar made some niiiialm ecordago from
the heinp which was fastened to their trunks. The hemp
is of fine fabric, and posneeaod of considerable strength.
The Caribbean will bo alongside tho dock to-day or tomorrow,but the Japanese will not leave tho ship until

some pro[>or place for their comfort is providotL Then
interest will Ire looked alter by their countryman, Thoro
(pronounpod Tbro,) at Walls, FargoA Co.'s. 'J'horocame
to California with Joseph lleeo, now in W'ashiugbui, ami
it is to be trusted that some government vessel will be
despatched to convey those rescued men homewards.
Should they go, Thoro will accompany them, and us he
understands our language and customs, he will be, in
conjunction with the twelve men rescued, of considerable
importance in reconciling tho Japanese and American interests.

His future, even on this side the grave, is infinite and
inc&lraustible. Do what he will, ho can never get
through his money, his time, his friends, his vigor, everything.He may for the present do what he pleases.
A few yours' riotous indulgence, a few madcap adventures,any number of questionable friends of all sorts,
uny rate of expenditure, will leave a remainder ample
for all the purposes of ordinury life. It will be time to
be wise ten years hence, or twenty years hcnco. What,
too, if he lias to pay for it at forty or fifty ? That is very
remote. So, let the future take care of itself. This Is the
calculation on which many a young lord commences that
brilliant career which forms so frequent ami so prominent a

you may do a great deal without Iicing called to accountfor it. You have now, it nppoars, got finally
rid of that remnant of your tutelage.tho right of visit,
as well as the right of search. 'Ellis is a great emancipation.Young Hopeful will now have a latch-key ; his
letters will not lie opened, or his boxes overhauled. He
will not be asked about his friends, his bills, his amusements,his occupation. Young America will now take
or lend his flag all over tho world. From zone to zona,
and pole to pole, tho Stripes and Stars will proclaim perfectfreedom to every trade aud profession that may
choose to assume them. Slavers, pirates, or any worse
